Yesterday the long contemplated vacation 
was enjoyed by the owners of the stores at 
Columbia Park and by the clerks at Burling. 
ton Park: To give their patrons an oppor- 
tunity to save themselves from starving while 
they were enjoying themselves the proprietors 
and clerks were busy until 10 o’clock serving 
supplies. But at that hour business was de- 


* clared off and all hands were away to the pic- 
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nie groves. 

The candlestick maker miesed a merry day 
if he did not turn out yesterday with his 
friends, so often quoted in song, the 
“butcher and baker, who were at Co- 
lumbia Park, where the first annual 
consolidated picnic of the Retail 
Grocers’ and Butchers’ and the Merchants’

OUTBREAK APPROACHES A RIOT. 


Militia on Cali to Quell Polish Church Up- 
rising in Wifmona, Minn. 

Wrvona, Minn., Aug. 15.—The St. Stanis- 
laus Polish Catholic Church troubles broke 
out again tonight in so near a general riot 
that the militia were kept in read- 
iness to respond at a moment’s 
notice. The people of the parish have 
‘been dissatisfied with the appointment of 
priests by Bishop Cotter.. A few weeks ago 
the Rev. A. Klawiver, priest in charge, re- 
signed. He had ,torn down thé old parish 
church and started a new $75,000 structure. 
The people demanded his return and failed. 
A mass-meeting was held last evening and 
it was decided to forcibly close work on the 
new church. Otto Blashek, a barcender, was 
Chairman. Another meeting was on the 
program for this evening and fearing vio- 
lence the authorities placed Blashek under 
arrest this evening. Half an hour later 
500 Poles appeared at the County J ail, where 
Blashek was confined, with the American flag 
flying and pockets filled with cobble 
stones, and demanded: Blashek’s release. 
Sheriff Gay endeavored to parley, but without 
avail, and the mob moved on the jail. The 
Fire Department armed with axes and laid a 
line of hose ready to play on the crowd, The 
militia was in readiness near the scene also. 
Finally the matter was temporarily 
compromised by the release of Blashek 
on $500 bail for his appearance in court 
tomorrow morning on a charge of inciting 
riot. Trouble is feared for tomorrow even- 
ing as a number of arrests will follow in the 
morning, and another and more violent 
demonstration is certain.

PUPS ARE IN PERIL. 


LAKE FOREST OFFIOIALS DEMAND 
TAX OR ANNIHILATION. 


Owners of Bleoded Canines Who Reside 
in the Suburb Are Called Upon to Put 
Up or Suffer the Pain of Seeing Their 
Pets Dragged Away~As Some of These 
Owners Live in Chicago and Have Paid 
One Tax, They Ubject to the Extra Fee 
City Marshal’s Great Activity. 

The dog catcher is abroad in Lake Forest. 
Droves of boys have been roaming up and 
down the drives of the wooded villa hunt- 
ing for stray pugs and poodles which may 
have wandered too far away from their aris- 
tocratic domiciles. The boys have a patriotic 
enthusiasm in enforcing the municipal laws, 
and besides there is a fee for impounding un- 
licensed canines. 

A cessation of active hostilities is now in 


1 the entire police department. 


Lake Forest, where Justices revel in tooth- 
some dockets, and the possibilities of the dog 
ordinance could not be overlooked. An in- 
vestigation showed that over a hundred fash- 
jonable canines were susceptible to taxation, 
and this meant costs. Marshal Healy gets 
45 cents for each summons and the Justice 
40 cents. This makes a total of $1.85 which 
delinquents will have to pay, and a wave of 
objections has swept over the suburb. Rather 
than part with such destructive fees the resi- 
dents have entombed their dogs in cellars and 
manacled them with steel chains. The Mar- 
shal shot a blooded canine once and the en- 
raged owner secured judgment against him 
for $100. This decision precluded violence, 
but the imaginary danger of the beloved 
household pets being mysteriously spirited 
away still exists. Marshal Healy prowls up 
and down the leaty groves looking for evi- 
dence, and whenever he sees a blooded beagle 
or rangy snipe hunter lolling in the sunshine 
the Marshal takes notes. He puts down the 
color, size, and breed and then springs his 
shorthand testimony in court.

At 4:50 a. m. Santo was ied out of his cell 
by the guards. He trembled as he emerged 
from the prison and had to be assisted to the 


_seaffold. His face was deadly pale. As he 


was being fastened down he cried: 
Vive l’Anarchie!’’ f 
His death was instantaneous. There was 
no unusual demonstration. Newspaper repre- 
sentatives were allowed to take up a position 
inside the cordon of the troops. The crowd 
outside the lines at 3 o’clock was small. 


but from that time it quickly swelled until | 


towards 4 o’clock, the time at which the ex- 
ecution was expected to take place, it had 
grown to large proportions. When the prep- 
arations of Diebler had been completed he 
twice tested the guillotine ana pronounced it 
satisfactory ; it was 4:25 o’clock. The troops 
then closed in around the guillotine. : 

When daylight arrived the square and the 
streets near by were thronged with people, 

by a squad of gendarmes the execu- 
tioner and his men entered the prison at 4:30 
o’clock.

He Wants the White Coin in the Treasury 
Put Into Circulation. 
Waentxdrox, D. C., Aug. 15.—Consider-

GERMANY SAID TO BE SATISFIED. 


The Gorman Tariff Bill Meets, as Alleged, 
All Previous Objections, 
Wasainotos, D. (C., Aug. 15.—The new 
tariff bill is believed to meet all the objec- 
tions of the German Government to the pro- 
visions of the sugar schedules in the McKinley 
tariff act, as it places all foreign countries on 
an equal footing. By the McKinley act an 
additional duty of one-tenth of one cent per 
pound was levied on all sugars above 
10 Dutch standard, when exported from 
any country which passes directly or 
indirectly a bounty on the exportation 
of sugar that may be included in this 
grade, which is greater than is _ paid 
on raw sugars of a lower saccharine strength. 
This provision resulted in admitting free of 
the increased duty sugars from several coun- 
tries paying indirect bounties because their 
bounties were greater on the lower grades 
than on the higher German, and Austria-Hun- 


} garian sugars alone came within this provis- 


ion and hence their protest ugainst what they 
termed a discrimination. In the present bill 
the words, which is greater than is paid on 
raw sugars of a lower saccharine strength.“ 
are omitted, and which leaves sugars from all 
foreign countries on exactly the same basis. 


DON’T BELIEVE A VETO IS PROBABLE. 
Feeling Is the Tariff Bill Is Sure to Be- 
come a Law.

OARLISLE WANTS THE DUTIES ON 
SUGAR RETAINED. 


He Argues That the House Revenge Bill 
Would Result in a Shortage of Rev- 
enue=Opposition to Free Coal, Ore, and 
Barbed Wire Is Also [usinuatingly Ex- 
pressed=Words of the Secretary Taken 
to Mean That the Administration Is 
Guarding Trust Interests. :

The visit of Secretary Carlisle to the Capitol

understood Secretary Carlisie sent to Mr. 
Harris a remarkable letter, the tenor of which 
was that the Treasury Department was abso- 
lutely dependent on the sugar duty, and hence 
the Democrats of the Senate were right and 
the Democrats in the House were wrong. The 
Secretary's figures make due allowance for 
the gift of 20 cents a gallon to the 
whisky trust on all spirits withdrawn 
froin bond prior to the approval of the 
tariff bill. But he is not quite 80 
frank in regard to sugar, and utterly fails to 
make reference to the fact that no duties at 
all ean be expected from sugar antil after the 
present enormous accumulation of the trust 
has been exhausted. Good judges assert the 
Treasury will get nothing from sugar until 
after the beginning of the next session of 
Congress, owing to the fact that the trust has 
possession practically of all the present crop, 
and nothing more will be needed until long 
after the fall crop is on the market. If this 
be true the Senate might pass a free sugar 
bill today and the only effect it would have 
would be to deprive the trust of its illegiti- 
mate profit on the millions of tons of sugar 
imported in a hurry in anticipation of the 
passage of the tariff bill which is now await- 
ing President Cleveland’s signature; and if 
revenue were needed it would be provided for 
at the December session. The Secretary's 
letter, coming on top of his visit to the Cap- 
itol yesterday and in view of the celebrated 
trust schedule which he drew, and which was 
printed in Tun Tripuns, has revived the talk 
about the active influence df the administra- 
tion in protecting the interests of the sugar

INCOME TAX BECOMES OPERATIVE JAN, 1. 
Collections Are to Be Made on Incomes of 
This Year. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 13.— [Special to 
the New York World. —A highly important 
question that has been the subject of much 
discussion since it became apparent the Sen- 
ate tariff bill would become a law relates to 
the income tax and the date on which. it will 
go into effect, It is the opinion of the mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means committee that 
this provision will become operative next 
January, and the tax which will then be levied 
will be upon incomes earned since Jan. 1.

A interpretation of the terms of the bill, which 


are as follows: 

Sec. 54. That from and ufter the first of 
January, eighteen hundred and ninety-five, 
and until the first day of January, nineteen 
hundred, there shall be assessed, levied, col- 
lected and paid annually upon the gains, prof. 
its, and incomes received in the preceding cal- 
endar year by every citizen of the United 
States, whether residing at home or abroad, 
and every person residing therein, whether 
said gains, profits or income be levied from 
any kind of property, rents, interest, divi- 
dends or salaries, or from any profession, 
trade, employment or vocation carried on in 
the United States or elsewhere, or from any 
other source whatever, a tax of 2 per centum 
on theamount so derived over and above 
$4,000, and a like tax shall be levied, col- 
lected, and paid annually upon the gains, 
profits, and income from all property owned, 
and of every business, trade, or profession 
carried on in the United States, by persons 
residing without the United States. And the 
tax herein provided for shall be assessed by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue and col- 


income for the year ending the thirty-first day 
of December next£preceding the time for levy- 
ing, collecting, and paying said tax.

Morton Refuses to Act. 

The Governor of North Dakota has addressed a 
letter to the Secretary of Agriculture with regard 
to the damage done by the Russian thistle, sug- 
gesting that the department send a special agent 
to make an examination of the wheat fields of 
North Dakota in their present condition.

Treasury Note Tax Bill Signed.

It 
gives authority for their taxation merely, and it 
remuins for the States to take advantage of its 
terms.

FUGITIVES WILL BE GIVEN UP.

Stoney, aid 
to the Commandant at Mare Island navy 
yards, on board the tug Sea King, who deliv- 
ered the dispatches from Washington order- 
ing the Bennington to remain outside until 
further instructions.

The arrivalfrom Washington of warrants for 
the arrest of the four refugees is now eagerly 
awaited. Not until they arrive, it is said, will 
Lieut. Stoney pay another visit to the Ben- 
nington and no one but an accredited official 
from the navy yard will be permitted on 
board the cruiser, Rumors of ecidedly sen- 
sational possibilities are heard here, To guard 
absolutely against any appeal to the courts by 
the attorneys for the refugees it is hinted the 
gevernment authorities may keep the Ben- 
nington beyond the three-mile limit.

TRUST IS IN DANGER. 


BATTLE ON THE SUGAR OOMBINE BE- 
GUN IN THE SENATE. 


Strung Opposition to Reference of the Pop- 
gun Bill to the Finance Committee 
Arguments Made that It Would Be 
Burying the Measure - Vest Bitterly 
Attacks Hill and Grover Mills and 
Vilas Make Hot Speeches=Palmer Sat- 
isflede=Chandler Gets Even with Harris. 


Wasurneron, D. C., Aug. 15.—[Special.]— 
The session of the Senate today boded ill for 
the sugar trust. Released from their caucus 
obligations, a number of the more independ- 
ent and honest Democrats were bent on doing 
one or two things—either making sugar free 
altogether or else destroying ali discrimina- 
tion in favor of the refined product, Senator 
Harris of Tennessee made a strong effort to 
have the popgun bills referred to the Finance 
committee. That would have meant beyond 
all question the death of the bills so far as 
this session is concerned. In support of his 
position Mr. Harris had Secretary Carlisle’s 
pleading Jetter read. The remarkable feature 
of the day was the sensational speech of Sen- 
ator Vest, in which he came dangerously near 
to an open attack on the President. Senator 
Berry of Arkansas, who is an immediate can- 
didate for reélection, led the battle for free 
sugar, and Vilas of Wisconsin and Palmer of 
Illinois made vigorous speeches in the same 
direction, 

Senator Harris was in a new position. For 
months he nas had a united majority behind 
him. Today he was obliged to spar for wind 
to prevent being turned down by his own 
party associates. During the long tariff de- 
bute in the Senate Harris was the slave-driver, 
and it was a frequent occurrence to have him 
pitch into the Republicans on the slightest 
pretext, accusing them of delaying action by 
unnecessary debate. So today was the oppor- 
tunity for Chandler of New Hampshire to get 
even and he embraced it. This was the day 
he long had sought and mourned because he 
found it not. 

On motion of Mr. Manderson an attempt 
was made to go into executive session for the 
purpose of preventing turther action on the 
free sugar bill, ‘This was defeated by a vote 
of 34 to 18. Blanchard and Caffery, the 
Louisiana Senators, Kyle, the Populist, and 
Smith of New Jersey, one of the conservative 
Senators; veted to go into executive session, 
Mr. Brice did the same, but the Clerk inad- 
vertently recorded him as voting No,“ and 
he let it stand when he found the majority 
was so large. The result of this was that the 
debate was continued in a desultory manner, 
and the free sugar bill will again be taken up 
tomorrow. 

Popgun Bills Are Read. 


After preliminary business in the Senate 
Mr. Harris Dem., Tenn.) asked for the sec- 
ond reading of the House revenue bills. No 
one ubjecting, the bill to place coal, iron ore, 
and barbed wire on the free list was read. 
Mr. Harris then had read a letter just re- 
ceived from Secretary Cariisle concerning the 
effect of the proposed bills upon the revenues 
of the government. 

Mr. Berry (Dem., Ark.) called up the free 
sugar bili, Mr. Harris, while favoring free 
sugar, thought this and the other bills should 
be referred tothe Finance committee. Mr. 
2 sa id an early report fould be made by 
the com mittee. 

Mr, Vest said reference meant the death of 
the bills, as the committee was now political- 
ly a tie, with the prospect of the disanpear- 
ance of a quorum within a few days. He de- 
clared the position of the Senate on the tariff 
had been vindicated by the letter of Secretary 
Carlisle, which proved conclusively that if the 
House bili had been enacted it would have 
caused a deficiency ot $30,000,000. He 
showed the power acquired by the sugar trust 
was .thd result of its fostering by the pro- 
visions of the McKinley bill. Mr. Vest then 
proceeded with his description of the dif- 
ficulties in connection with the adjustment of 
a sugar schedule. Under the Wiison bill as 
reported to the House. from the committee it 
contained a duty aud bounty. When it was 
in the House free sugar was inserted. The 
Finance committee prepared a bill which 
gave no differential benefit to the trust. 

Angry Words Spoken. 

And yet, said Mr. Vest with bitterness, 
„they cali us the creatures of the sugar 
trust. The Senator paused for a moment 
and then with intense earnestness added: 
Liars, slanderers, infamous libelers!“ 

Mr. Vest said he would not enter into the 
charges that the Senate was a party to the 
fight between the President and the Senator 
from Maryland (Gorman). He (Vest) had 
his strong differences with that Senator on 
the tariff, and he had written a letter long 
ago to the Greystone club stating his objec. 
tions to the policy of Mr. Gorman and sup- 
portmg Mr. Cleveland for his position on 
revenue reform. But, continued Mr. 
Vest, I belong to no man. I belong to no 
faction. | am neither Montague nor Capulet, 
York nor Lancaster. I can never follow one 
who does violence tothe principles of the 
Demosratic party.“ 

Attacks the President, 


Toward the close of his speech Mr. 
said: 

Recurring again to an unpleasant subject, I 
hope for the last time, I wish to say have no 
quarrel with the President of the United States. 
l made no attack upon the President of the 
United, States. The Senator from New York 
(Mr. Hill) did me an injustice when he put me 
in the roll of the envious Casca, who stabbed 
Cesar. J simply defended the motives of myself 
and my colleagues upon the Finance committee 
against the imputations in the President's let- 
ter, If it were necessary today in order to re- 
main inspublic life that i should retract one word 
of whaf I said in the Sonate, I should not utter 
it. No man, no matter how high his position, 
has a right to perpetrate an in- 
justice upon another. After the President 
of the United States had told my colleagues—-for 
had not been to the White House—that al- 
though: he preferred free coal and free iron, still 
the bill as we are preparing it would receive his 
support, and after we had given our labor. our 
energy, almost our lives in the preparation of 
this bill—for the President then to come before 
the American peopie and denoance a measure 
which he had failed to denounce before, although 
he 47 provisions, was an act of gross in- 
justice do those of us who had suffered far more 
than he. The result has been and will be, under 
existing circumstances, the best campaign docu- 
ment furnished the Republican party. 

It has been alleged my action in regard to the 
letter of the President to Mr. Wilson had been 
dictated by a feeling of revenge against his 
Excellency, because he had ignored me in regard 
to the patronage of my State. The Senator from

Mitchell's Pointed Question. 

If the bill is not referred to the Finance 
committee, asked Mr. Mitchell (Rep., Ore. ), 
do you favor the biil as it came from the 
House? 

Mr. Vilas replied he considered sugar a 
legitimate object of revenue, but the people 
should be rid of the beast of the trust. How- 
ever, rather than have the trust profit.to the 
extent of untold millions he would be willing 
to sacrifice the revenue from sugar.

Fire Breaks Out There Yesterday After- 
noon and the Plant Has a Narrow Es- 
cape—Managers Receive Reports of For- 
est Fire Losses=Uloyd’s and Mutuals 
Hard Hit at Phillips, Wis.—New Rates 
Coming for Down-Town Districts—In- 
surance Version of a Popular Opera. 

Fire destroyed the malt house of Busch & 


Fpps at Bloomingdale road and Dickson 


street and the Chicago and Northwestern 
tracks, causing a loss ot nearly 890.000. The 
fire was discovered shortly after noon yester- 
day. When the first detachment of the Fire 
Department arrived the entire lower portion 
of the malt house was in flames. A 2-11 
| was sent in and a short time later it 
was followed by a 4-11 alarm. The malt 
house was a six-story brick structure, with a 
frontage on Bloomingdale road of 100 feet 
and 80 feet on Dickson street. It was sep- 
arated from the brewery proper by a court 
100 feet wide, which alone saved 
the entire plant from destruction. 
The malt house was filled with 
grain and all is a total loss, The flames 
spread with remarkable rapidity, which the 
fremen were unable to check. The Ameri- 
can Brewing and Maltmg company was but a 
short distance from the burning building, and 
at times it was feared those buildi would 
also be burned. The Busch & Epps Brewery 
caught fire several times from sparks hurled 
upon the roof. The firemen stationed on the 
roof extinguished the small fires, however, 
How the 


was first seen in the dry kiln, which was the 
only portion of the malt house where fire 


was used. Forty thousand bushels of 
malt were stored in the malt house. It 
' belonged to Baird & Hansen, grain 


dealers. Their office is in the Omaha Build- 
ing. The grain was valued at cents a 
bushel and as all of it was destroyed the loss 
to Baird & Hansen will be $24,000. The 
malt house belonged to Charles L. Epps. 
The building was erected eight years ago at a 
cost of $60,000, The machinery was de- 
stroyed and was Valued at $20,000.

Mr. Davis, who is the 
principal owner of company stock, the man 
whose absence caused the local manager to 
refuse information, was cabled to return from 
Europe to get the tangle straightened out, but 
in the meantime the adjuster of a company 
largely interested in the fire has succeeded in 
learning the insurance carried and hae sent a 
list of itto the Western Manager in Chicago, 
who réceived it yesterday. There will be 
found some surprises to insurance men ip 
the list which follows, which applied on plant 
and lumber, considered a total loss:

The big losers by the 
fire were the Mutual of New York, which had 
a general policy on plant and machinery of 
$30,000; the Atlas Mutual of Boston, of 
$18,127, the remainder of a still bigger pol- 
icy, a portion of which was paid the company 
for its loss in the fire in the Davis mill in 
January; the Bay State Mutual, with its loss 
of $10,000; the Commercial Mutual, with a 
loss of $10,000; and its sister company, the 
Commonwealth Mutual, with a loss of 
$9,000. 5 
There are other losses which are causing 
much vexation of spirit, but none which has 
caused the individual worry of this. Prob- 
ably the one thing that worries com- 
panies most of all is the aggregate losses 
of the last four weeks. Supplemental reports 
keep coming in, with more work for the clerks 
handling fire losses, and the totals are so big 
that a good year to ¥

Carl Herlitz Tells About Scientific Arson 
and Implicates Many Others. 

Carl Herlitz, who, with his wife, is charged 
with setting fire to the house they occupied at 
No. 1335 One Hundred and Third street, 
Washington Heights, made a full confession 
of his crime yesterday and implicated sev- 
eral other persons in, a cunspiracy to burn 
property for the purpose of obtaining money 
from insurance companies. He said he came 
here from New Orleans five years ago and 
met William. Scharf, who instructed him in 
the science of arson. Scharf, he. said, 
attended to renting houses and movi 
furniture into them, but left the starting o 
the blaze to one of his students, of whom he 
had a number. Scharf’s share of the plunder 
being 5 per cent of the insurance collected. 
Those who are said to be in the plot are Carl 
Herlitz, Mrs. Carl Herlitz; August Nelson, 
No. 101 Edgewood avenue, Jefferson; Will- 
iam Scharf, No. 148 North Wells street; John 
Bauman, address unknown; August Scha- 
besky, address unknown; John Naumann, 
dddress unknown. Carl Herlitz and his wife 
were held over to the grand jury under bonds 
of $5,000 and $3,000 respectively by Justice 
Caldwell of the Englew police court. 
Herlitz pleaded guilty, but his wife denied 
complicity. Scharf was also arrested and 
locked up. . 

In rn 2 his testimony against Herlitz and 
his wife Inspectcr Conway said_ he, had evi- 


dents of Herr Most’s theories and methods 
had been operating in Chicago and vicinity, 
using the most scientific devizes in their 
scheme to defraud the insurance companies. 
The gang, according to Inspector Conway's 
story, was well supplied with scientific ap- 
paratus to prosecute its plans.

By this means the firebugs were en- 
abled to regulate their work, setting the hour 
for the explosion in the manner of an alarm 
clock. Anotherscheme was described as a 
bladder containing explosive oil, which was 
suspended by the operators from the ceiling, 
the oil being ignited by means of a slow 
match. my 
Inspector Conway says be was not a 
number of times that fires were to occur in 
different houses, the origin of which, he says, 
he traced to members of alleged conspir- 
acy in time to prevent any serious damage to 
the premises, and recited instances in Jeffer- 
son k in a house on Wells street occu- 
pied by William Scharf. Inspector Conway 
testified h2 had advance information that Her- 
litz’s house was to be burned, and took meas- 
ures to prevent @ destructive fire. The loss 
was only $150, but the furniture and carpets 
were found sa with kerosene.

Harrris & Co, of Chicago for 101 792-1,000. 
But the highest bid for the third series, of 
$3,000,000, was 100 570-1,000, by the same 
firm of N. W. Harris & Co., who bought the 
second series. The bids were all referred to 
the Finance committee; who will report on 
the subject to an adjourned meeting of the 
board at 1:30 p. m. tomorrow. Chairman 
Eckhart of this committee attributes the re- 
duced bids to the recent strike and to the 
small amount of goid reserve in the United 
States Treasury, the bonds and interest being 
payable in currency. 

As usual on such occasions the bidding was 
put off as long as possible, and the bidders 
displayed the usual anxiety to ascertain who 
the other bidders weré before they decided on 
theirown bids. After 11:30 a number of 
strangers were seen around the offices. They 
were the clerks of the great. capitalists who 
wanted the bonds, They, watched every new

Every State and Territory in the Union except 
five have temperance education laws. he five 
are Indiana, Arkansas, Tennessee, Georgia, and 
South Carolina. The growth of the saloon ele- 
ment has become alarming. In Illinois alone 
there are more saloons than school-houses, more 
proprietors than preachers. The school-houses 
number 12,354, saloons 13,500. The school 
buildings cost $12,000,000, the saloon buildings 
$30,000,000. There are 22,246 teachers, 25,600 
saloonkeepers. Teachers’ salaries aggregate 
$6,000,000 annuaily, the saleons’ expense $36,- 
000,000. There are 120 school days in the 
year, the saloon runs 365 days. ast year 
there were added eighty new schools in 
lilinois; the new saloons number 1,120. The 
expense of education in this age is greater than 
in any other. Scientific temperance instruction 
is the outgrowth of the educational impetus. 
This originated with a widely published essay by 
Dr. Rush about a century ago. This instruc- 
tion embraces three sciences—chemistry, biology, 
and pathology. The text books in use in our pub- 
lic schools are largely deficient. Too many give 
the old theory that alcohol in small quantities is

New York, Aug. 15.—[Special.]—The ex- 
cursion steamer Gen. Slocum left Rockaway 
Beach at 6:30 this evening with 900 passen- 
gers aboard. On account of the heavy south- 
erly gale hundreds of men and women 
refused to venture aboard, taking trains back 
to the city. While passing the inlet 
the Slocum ran on a sand-bar, where 
it was exposed to the full sweep 
of the seas. Its passengers were 
terrified by the seeming danger. The Slo- 
cum’s distress signals were answered by the 
Fishing Banks steamer Angler, which was 
run alongside. Eight hundred of the Slo- 
cum’s passengers were transferred to the 
Angler, including all of the women and chil- 
dren, and the steamer hastened to New York. 
The passengers were landed at Pier 1. 

The shock when the Slocum struck the

The women, badly scared, 
tucked their children under their arms and 
ran aimlessly to and fro. There was a 
rush for the life-preservers, and many tied 
them about themselves. On top of one little 
girl who had fallen a dozen people piled, but 
she was not seriously hurt. The dock-hands 
rushed among the scared passéngers shouting 

t there was no danger. But it was ten 
minutes before they were reassured, and to 
them it seemed ten hours. 

The Slocum's Captain, after vain efforts to 
back his boat off the beach, flashed signals of 
distress and sent up rockets. The storm was 
raging furiously, but the signals were seen 
by the steamboat Angler, instantly Capt. 
Heer. of Angler started for the 
Gen. Slocum: The Angler, which does not 


draw much water, steamed up to the Slocum, 


whose engines, reversed, were churning the 
water into angry foam. The stoutest hawser 
aboard was thrown from the Angler and it 
started ahead in the attempt to 
Slocum. The hawser parted as if it wasa 
shoestring. Another was made fast and that 
snapped too. After much exertion the two 
vessels were made fast and the passengers 
were transferred. : 

One of the passengers declared that the 
Gen. Slocum and the Angler were rivals and 
were racing when the Slocum atruck. This 
was denied. 


IMPORT DUTIES SHOW A DECREASE. 


Even the Rush to Get Whisky Out of 
Bond Falls Off. 

New York, Aug. 15.— [Special. ]—Receipts 
from import duties at the Custom-House to- 
day were the smallest that have been known 
in a long time. Even the rush to get whisky 
out of bond failed to continue, as 
had been expected in view of 
the heavy start of yesterday... The 
whisky receipts of Tuesday were -$158,673, 
but today they were hardly one-third of this 
sum. The principal withdrawals were dry 
goods, although under the Senate bill some- 
what of a reduction in duties thereon is made. 
Importers were compelled by rush of 
orders to take their goods out. This indicates 
a revival of business throughout the country. 
The market for general dry goods shows re- 
newed life. Buyers from all partsof the 
country are here in large numbers. 

The withdrawal division has over 18,000 
open accounts on its books, showing how 
many persons have goods in the bonded 
warehouses. To change the rates of duty 
on ull these accounts as soon as the new 
bill goes into effect is a job that 
almost staggers customs officials and clerks. 
It is expected when the law becomes opera- 
tive the rush will be greater than can be 
handled. Stocks are down to the lowest ebb, 
and dealers all over the country have been 
holding off as long as possible. — 

Two large consignments of American 
whisky returned from Hamburg this week, 
and the owners are doing all in their power to 

et them out of bond before the new duty is 
—— Customs officials are strict re- 
garding proof that this is the same whisky 
sent abroad. Duty is imposed on proof gal- 
lons, and test is required to see if the whisky 
is above proof, in which event a proportion- 
ately increased tax is levied. 

Most of the cargoes of incoming ships dur- 
ing the last few days have been sent to the 
bonded warehouses, only the goods needed 
immediately or those not affected by tariff 
changes being taken through the 
custom-house. Collector Kilbreth and 
Deputy Couch, who has been long in 
the ser vice, discussed carefully many features 
of the bill today. Owing to the peculiar 
wording there is much doubt whether goods 
now in bond which will be free can be taken 
out without payment of the old duty. It isa 
perplexing point, and will have an early de- 
cision by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

President Evan Thomas of the Produce 
Exchange. predicted today a better condition 
of trade. The effect is already beimg felt and 
business on the exchange is getting a firmer 
foundation. 


TO INVESTIGATE THAT STRAY SHELL. 


Probably Fired by the Firm That Is Sup- 
plying Guns to Uncle Sam. 

New York, Aug. 15.—([Special.|—The Cap- 
tain of the fishing steamer James B. Schuyler, 
which so natrowly escaped being destroyed 
by adynamite shell fired from one of the 
big guns at Sandy Hook yesterday, 
has written a formal complaint to 
the Chief of the Ordnance Department 
at Sandy Hook. Another report was filed to- 
day with the United States Steamboat In- 
spectors, who are asked to take action, as 
vessels of all kinds pass abreast of the prov- 
ing grounds. This is not the first experi- 
ence of thekind. Two years ago a schooner 
was sunk off the Hook by a twelve-inch 
shell that blew its.stern to pieces. The 
officer in charge of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, Capt. Ayres, said today that the govern- 
ment was not testing any dynamite guns down 
there. The firm that is supplying guns to the 

overnment has been making tests at the 
Rook on its own account, and possibly its 
men fired the projectile. At any rate there 
will be an investigation.

FREE SILVER NOT WANTED. 

The senior Democratic organ says that 
“there is a very large free silver vote in Cook 
County which will willingly go tothe People’s 
Party Congressional nominees in many dis- 
tricts, provided those nominees make frank 
expression for silver.“ 

If there is a very large vote of the kind re- 


ferred to then there is a painful amount of 


ignorance in Cook County or a good deal of 
rascality. It is difficult to imagine that there 
is a man in this county who has saved up any- 
thing who is for free silver and an immediate 
drop to 60-cent dollars, The workingman 
who has put his earnings into a savings bank 
or a building and loan association cannot: be 
anxious to get back his money in dollars 
worth only half as much as those he put in. 
Or, if he has insured his life for the benefit 
of his family he cannot want his wife and 
children to get only half the provision he 
thought he had made for them. 

No intelligent Chicago wotkingman can be 
for the free coinage of silver and the inevita- 
ble consequent depreciation of the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar, for he must 
know, as the Democratic National platform 
so truthfully says, that the labcring classes 
are the first and most defenseless victims of 
unstable money and a fluctuating currency.”’ 
The moment the currency went down to the 
monomietallic silver basis the price of every- 
thing they had to buy would jump up. If the 
intrinsic value of the silver dollar were only 
50 cents that would be its purchasing powcr, 
and it would take twice as many dollars to 
buy given quantities of bread and meat as it 
does now. But while the workingman would 
get his pay in more dollars, inthe course of 
time he would not get twice as many dollars, 
and thus his wages would be cut. Is not the 
reduction he has suffered already owing to 
the Democratic onslaught on protection a 
sufficient one? 

And the workingmen ought to know that,

The first witness who ap- 
peared before it was Howard, the Vice-Presi- 
dent of the American Railway Union. Being 
asked as to the general cause of the trouble, 
he replied that it was the declaration of the 
General Managers of the railway companies 
that they would back Mr. Pullman in the 
stand he had taken against his employés.”’ 
When the commission has made a little 
more progress it will discover the utter un- 
truthfulness of this statement. The commis- 
sion will learn that the General Managers 
said in their resolutions that they had nothing 
whatever to do with any controversy between 
Mr. Pullman and the employés at his car- 
shops. To use their own language, said 
boycott of Pullman sleeping-cars is in rela- 
tion to matters over which we have no con-

ever. The American Railway Union tried 
to make the roads stop hauling Pulhnan cars, 
though required by contracts to do so and 
though these cars were needed for the accom- 
modation of the traveling public, in order 
that Mr. Pullman might be made to arbitrate 
with his men.

Pullman, but they refused to be used asa 
stick to whip Mr. Pullman. 

One of the claims made by Howard was 
that the contracts which the roads had with 
the Pullman company were violations of the 
inter-State commerce law, because they were 
a discrimination against other sleeping-cars. 
The iuference which Howard wished to have 
drawn from this was that the American Rail- 
way Union could not be held blameworthy 
for trying to make the roads disregard illegal 
contracts. But they are not illegal till a 
court says so. It is not for Howard or Debs 
to assume that they are, and that, therefore, 
they were justified in attempting to force the 
roads to break them.

RECLAIMING DESERT LANDS. 

The House has concurred finally in the Sen- 
ate amendment to one of the appropriation 
bills giving to each of the States and Terri- 

ories which has desert lands within its limits 
such amount of those lands, not exceeding a 
million acres, as the State may cause to be 
irrigated, reclaimed, and cultivated by actual 
settlers within the next ten years. This is an 


| experiment and it may take a little time to 


eee how it wiil work. If it is successful then 
additional grants can be made. 

The General Government has in the Dako- 
tas, Montana, Idaho, Washington, Oregon, 
Colorado, New Mexico, Arizona, Utah, Wyo- 
ming. and California 529,000,000 acres of 
what are known as desert lands, meaning 
tnereby lands which cannot be cultivated 
without irrigation. The quantities vary by 
States from 13,000,000 acres in South Da- 
kota to 74,000,000 in Montana. There is a 
constant and increasing pressure on Congress 
to do something for the reclamation of these 
lands. If it were to be yielded to the United 
States would be committed to a vast and cost- 
ly undertaking, embracing a dozen States and 
Territories. 
be recovered. 

While the General Government ought not 
to attempt the irrigation of these lands, 
single individuals cannot. The construction 
of canals and ditches to irrigate a single quar- 
ter-section generally costs far more than one 
man can pay, and it is difficult to get a tody 
of settlers to combine harmoniously to build 
irrigation works. But the States may be able 
to do without undue expense what settlers can- 
not and the General Government should not 
do. If the States can make anything out of 
the lands they reclaim let them doso. It is 
not likely that their profits will be large, even 
though they get the lands for nothing, Their 
gain will be in the increased acreage, produc- 
tivity, and population. 

There is not water enough in the West to 
irrigate all the desert lands that the govern- 
ment owns. How large a proportion of nem 
can be made cultivable is a mere matter of 
conjecture as yet. But if the experiment 
which Congress has determined to make 
proves to be a success, then further grants can 
be made to the States on the same terms until 
all theland which can be utilized has been 
improved and is settled on.

THE FRENCH EXHIBITERS’ CLAIMS. 

The Senate, which stood up for the sugar 
trust so persistently, failed to show equal ob- 
stinacy ina better cause. It amended the 
sundry civil bill by inserting an appropria- 
tion ef $70,000 to pay the French exhibiters 
whose goods were damaged by the fire in 
the Manufactures Building last winter. The 
House refused to concur in this amendment 
and it went to conference. The conferrees 
came to the conclusion that the Exposition 
company ought to stand the loss and that 
there was some doubt as to the propriety of 
the government paying the claim, so they de- 
cided to strike out the appropriation and to 
direct the Secretary of State to investigate 
and report at the next session whether the 
United States was liable for the loss. 

He will report in all probability that there 
is no legal liability on the part of the United 
States. No one ever claimed there was. The 
Exposition company ought to have stood the 
loss, even if not strictly responsible therefor, 
because it is better for the honor afid credit 
of the city that there should be no such un- 
settled disputes as this one over these French 
goods, It is economy to pay something so 
that the record of the Exposition, so credit- 
able to Chicago, may not be assaiiable at 
home or abroad. 

The Exposition company refused to pay, 
though mahy of the stockholders wanted it 
to. They were willing that their refund 
should be reduced slightly. Therefcre these 
French exhibiters who claim to be damaged 
have begun suits which are pending now. If 
they press them and are successful the Expo- 
sition will have to pay in the end. Sa will it 
be if they make outan equitable but not a 
legal case, 

Americans know perfectly well that the 
United States, through Southern hostile in- 
fluences, took only a step-motherly kind of 
interest in the Exposition, and, though assert- 
ing the right to direct and control it, insisted 
that Chicagoans should furnish about all the 
money. But the impression abroad is that 
the General Government had a great deal to 
do with the Exposition, and if these claims re- 
main unsettled it will be claimed that the 
United *States behaved in a shabby manner. 
It would have been perfectly proper, there- 
fore, for Congress to step forward and make 
an appropriation to end this dispute. It 
would have been a gracious act, and would 
have been looked on by Chicagoans as a sort 
of apology for unkind treatment in the past. 
But Chicago does not seem to stand well in 
Congress. The city nas many Democratic 
Congressmen. and one Republican. Yet the 
former do not seem to be able to get any- 
thing, neither a new government building nor

There- 
fore, unless the strikers moderate their de- 
mands they stand a poor chance of getting 
anything to do. | 


sylvania, Ohio, and Indiana have held a 
meeting at which it was agreed to demand a 
reduction of the wage list for the coming sea- 
son. The manufacturers all said that busi- 
ness had been worse than at any time in the 
last twenty years, that they were not making 
a cent, and that the employés would have to 
take lower wages. The Cotton Manufactur- 
ers’ Association of Fall River, employing 
25,000 persons, has voted to reduce wages 
from 10 to 12½ per cent. : 

Neither of these wage reduction; can be 
charged tothe avarice or greed of the em- 
ployers, Neither the cotton nor the window- 
glass manufacturers are actuated by a-desire 
to make more money than they were making 
two years ago. They are not even seeking to 
make as much as they made then. 
They know that is impossible, but 
they have to do one of two things. 
They must either stop manufacturing or they 
must make goods which they will be able to 
sell. They must put themselves in touch with 
the consumer or their warehouses will be 
full of goods which cannot be sold. 

The only way in which to appeal to the con- 
sumer at this time is to offer him cheaper 
goods. If he will not buy a fabric ata dollar 
a yard perhaps he will if offered to him at 90 
cents. If 90 will not tempt him 85 may in: 
duce him to open his purse. There have to 
be successive lowerings till that point is 
reached where the consumer feels that he can 
buy. The consumer is not a sympathetic 
creature. Hedoes not stop to ask whether 
the producers of the raw materials in a pane 
of glass ora yard of cotton cloth or those 
who make the glass and the cloth are getting 
good wages or whether the manufacturers of 
them are making a profit. His purchases are 
governed solely by his needs and the condi- 
tion of his purse. If he has smaller wages he 
will buy less cotton and glass unless he can 
get them at very much reduced rates. He 
cannot be forced to buy. He must be coaxed 
and tempted by falling prices. Bargains 
must be offered him to make him buy. 

When guch a state of things exists the manu- 
facturer is powerless. He has te yield. He 
must pay less wages, not because he wants to, 
but because he has to. Hence the pay of the 
wageworker depends on the condition of the 
consumer. I the latter is prosperous he buys 
freely and wages and profits are good. If the 
consumer is pinched he proceeds to pinch 
others. Therefore the cotton weavers and the 
glassmakers must blame the consumers and 
not the manufacturers for the cut in their 
wages. Nor should they censure the consum- 
ers too sharply, for they have been the vic- 
tims of destructive Democratic legislation. 
The threatened upsetting of a system like 
protection, which has been in force for thirty 
years, has brought down the consumers and 
they have pulled the producers after them.

It is the duty of the court in whose hands 
this great property now rests to iustruet the 
receivers to collect back for the trust estate 
every dollar that is collectible on the rebates 
that have been paid out by the Atchison com- 
pany since the passage of the inter-State 
commerce law, and to instruct the District 
Attorney to institute criminal proceed ings 
against the railroad officiais who paid out 
this money and against the shippers who re- 
ceived it, All the testimony for both cases is 
in the hands of the court, and it should see 
that such testimony is furnished to the proper 
officials to the end that it may be used for the 
vigorous prosecution of those who have broken 
the law: The courts have exhibited a com- 
mendable promptitude in starting on the road 
to the penitentiary the riotous employés and 
agitators who have been obstructing inter- 
State commerce. They now should show the 

same alacrity in sending to keep company 
with the rioters and agitators the railroad of- 
ficials and shippers who have been despoiling 


it at wholesale.

THEY SET THEIR MARK TOO HIGH. 
The Stock- Yards butchers’ went out on a 

strike to show their sympathy with Debs, In 


the course of time the packers hired new men, 


and are running their establishments. The 
strikers would like to go back and the em- 
ployers would like to have them or as many 
of them as there is work for, because on the 
average they are more skilled than the new 
employés. But the strikers make three de- 
mands which put their reémployment out of 
the question. 

The first and most important is that the 
wage scale which was in force prior to the 
ist of August of last year shall be restored, 
and that the men shall get again that pay 
which they got when a high protective tar- 
riff was still in effective force and while the 
stimulating effects of the World’s Fair were 
acting on wages in Chicago. (Conditions have 
changed since then. These butchers should 
not expect to find last year’s birds in this 
year’s nests. The wage scale has fallen in all 
industries since Mr. Cleveland was inaugu- 
rated. It has fallen more in some and less in 
others, but there has been an average cut of 
nearly 25 per cent, and the cutting process is 
not yet over. The duties on competing for- 
eign goods having been settled finally manu- 
facturers in many industries are preparing to 
make those last cuts which will enable them 
to adapt themselves to the new state of af.

With scientific government the price of labor 
would be the measure of value; with labor high 
general prices would be high and national ex- 
penditures would be large, thus increasing the 
circulation; with labor low general prices 
would be low, thus decreasing the circulation. 


If these conditions be possible only under a 
scientific government we have it now and do 
not need to seek further. Inasmuch as past 
labor, accumulated into buildings, machinery, 
and material, with present labor employed in 
changing that material into more useful 
shape, arg what make nearly all the final cost 
of the finished article, it stands to reason that a 
change in the rate for compensation of labor 
involves a corresponding change in the prices 
which the consumer has to pay for the things 
that are produced by the labor. In time of 
depression goods may have to be sold below 
the cost of production in order to get rid of 
them, but very few employers of labor will 
be found willing to turn out more goods. on 
the same terms. Either the manufacturer 
waits for a change in the market or he insists 
on a reduction in tne price of material or 
labor, or both, as a condition to his produc.

INDIANAPOLIS, Id., Aug. 15.— [Special. — 
Shortest, sweetest, and most harmonious of 
any Democratic conventidn ever held in In- 
dianapolis was the record made by the party 
today. In four hours and seventeen minutes 
ufter Chairman Tom Taggart rapped for 
order and called Gov. Matthews to the chair 
the last man on the ticket had been nom. 
inated and the 1, 200 delegates were crowd ing 
out of Tomlinson Hall. Nothing like it was 
ever known in the long and turbulent history 
of the party in this State. Had not some 
clever ruse been resorted to so as to prolong 
the session the convention would have been 
shortened an hour. Everything was as order- 
ly asa Methodist gathermg inthe midst of 
prayers and as solemn asa plotoon of police 
at an Aldermanic funeral. That Indiana 
Democracy was dead and the obsequies in 
progress was not only plain, but the fact was 
even the butt of grewsome jokes among 
the delegates. 

Gov. Matthews’ three-column address on 
taking the gavel contained no sentence that 
could be construed into a beacon of promise. 
He recited the good deeds of the party in the 
past and at times won cheers. but. his voice 
lacked earnestness. He was listened to with 
commendable respect by the delegates, who 
seemed to feel he was doing his best toward 
giving the party a decent burial. 

Referring to the tariff situation the Govern- 
or said: 


The line marked out by President Cleveland in 
his — of 1887, his recent letter to Con- 
gressman Wilson, the platform in 1892 will be 
strictly adhered to and followed until a complete 
revision and reform in national taxation is at- 
tained. The masses of the Democratic party are 
honest and demand that their leaders shall be 
honest and faithful to the trusts imposed upon 
them. They believe that party platforms and 
declarations of principles. when in convention 
assembled, are made with honest purposes, and 
demand that public promises must be as faith- 
fully — us individual obligations. 


Eager to Hear the Platform. ' 


Then came the reading of the platform by 
Robert E. Bell of Fort Wayne. This was an- 
other chant teeming with thesame sad misery 
and bringing forth only minor chords from 
the heartstrings of the hopeless delegates. Its 
reading was the signal for a general hush 
throughout the great hall. The platform for 
days has been the only thing in which the 
party leaders had taken any interest. It was 
known that the Kesolutions committee had 


held a stormy all-night session at the Grand 


furiously debating what to do with 
the Democratic party at large and 
the action taken at Washington in 
passing the Senate bill. The nomination 
of a State ticket was never from the first any 
more than a formality, but every delegate 
had a bitter heart against Congress and 
wanted to vent his soreness in some sort of a 
denunciatory outburst. There was dead 
silence when the platform approved the ef- 
forts of President Cleveland and the distin- 
guished Indiana Senators in Congress to 
redeem the pledges of the party made in the 
last national platform. The sensation came 
with the reading of the following clause: 
We especially condemn a sinall coterie 
of Senators, who, masquerading as Democrats, 
by threats to defeat all tariff legislation have 
temporarily prevented the Democrati¢e party 
from carrying out all of its pledges tu the peo- 
ple for tariff reform. 

As soon as the paragraph was entered on 
the convention burst into cheers, and Mr. Bell 
had to pause. A moment later when the con- 
vention saw that the platform would not name 
the Senators referred to there were cries of 
Name them! name them! Who are 
they? Give us their names!“ from ali 
parts of the convention. The uproar again 
arowned the voice of the reader.

partly subsided he continued, but was again 
interrupted. The convention was gone mad. 
Delegates leaped to their feet, shaking their 
fists, and with angry voices yelled: * That 
don’t go; give us the names! Several started 
to make speeches, but the yelling drowned 
everytiiieg. 
Clamor for the Traitors’ Names, 


„Who are the men that have wrecked the 
Democratic party?“ was heard, and scores of 
voices shouted in reply: Bryce, Cal Bryce.“ 
A few yelled **‘ Gorman,”’ Smith,“ and Me- 
Pherson. Then put their names in the 
platform, came from all over the hall. Mr. 
Bell motioned for order and exclaimed: ** The 
finger of scorn will follow them along the 
pathway of life without naming them.“ 
This was greeted with wild! cheering 
and the convention having then poured out 
its wrath quieted down and Bell proceeded 
with the reading of the platform. The next 
outburst of enthusiasm came with the read- 
ing of the paragraph favoring the election of 
United States Senators by direct vote of the 
people. Give us that and we'll shelve some 
old. fossils,”’ cried several delegates during 
the turmoil. This showing of feeling against 
Voorhees and Turpie was a surprise to the 
big guns on the stage and may be taken as a 
warning to Daniel that his usefulness is end- 
ed. It is universally conceded to be the 
formal pronouncing of Voorhees’ doom 
shou'd the Democrats be lucky enough to 
control the Legislature two years hence. 

The Senate bill was not mentioned by name, 
but the party was congratulated on its pass- 
age even as a Crippled measure. The Presi- 
dent and the Democrats who fashioned the 
Wilson bill were warmly indorsed. No 
greater demonstration occurred during the 
convention than at the mention of Gov. 
Matthews, but there wasa woful silence in 
the platform on his policy in calling out the 
militia, something which he particularly de- 
sired to have indorsed. This had been thrown 
out by the Committee on Resolutions. At the 
close of the reading of the platform the gag 
law was sprung by moving the previous ques- 
tion and adopting the resolutions without de- 
bate or amendment. 

The platform as read and adopted began by 
indorsing the record of the Detnocratic party 
in Indiana. It then continues: 

We affirm cur opposition to the vicious system 
of class legislation miscalled protection, and 
ledge ourselves to continue the battle against 
it until every species of extortion and robbery 
fostered by the McKinley act shall be obliterated 
from our revenue system and people enjoy all the 
blessings of commercial liberty. We denounce 
tariff protection of every kind as a fraud and rob- 
bery of the great American people for the benefit 
of the few. We maintain that no tariff taxes 
should be levied except for purposes of revenue 
only, and that such taxes P cmd » be limited to 
the necessities of the government, honestly and 
economically administered. 

Cleveland Is Indorsed. 


We approve the efforts of President Cleveland

The Democratic State 
Central committee made a great mistake in 
postponing the State convention until late in 
September; by so doing they gavé Bryan 
ample opportunity to praaceall over the prai- 
ries, and by the time he gets through with his 
campaign he will have made a great many 
friends among the delegates at the Demo- 
cratic State convention. He is going over 
into lowa to makea speech or two in the in- 
terest of Gen. James B. Weaver, who is try- 
ing to break into Congress again. 


Republicans Holding County Conventions. 


The Republicans are holding their county 
conventions for the seiection of delegates to 
the State convention which meets in Omaha 
one week from today. There are but two 
active candidates for the Gubernatorial nom- 
ination, Gov. Crounse, who was elected two 
years agoafter a magnificent fight, having 
declined to permit the use of his name this 
year. His ambition in politics is to represent 
Nebraska in the United States Senate, and 
some day or other his friends will make a vig- 
orous fight for him for this place. The 3 
people talked about among the Republicans 
for the Senate are John M. Thurston and 
John L. Webster. Thurston's political and 
personal history is too well known through- 
out the country to need any extended men- 
tion at this time. Essentially a self-made 
man, his achievements in politics and at 
the bar have made him famous. Ifthe Re- 
publicans carry the Legislature to be elected 
this fall Mr. Thurston will be the most for- 
midable candidate for the Senatorship. His 
opponent is John L. Webster, one of the lead- 
ing lawyers of the West, a Reptblican 
of the strictest sect, and a man of great abili- 
ty. Mr. Webster was the special counsel for 
the State in the litigation over the maximum 
rate bill. He was also the representative of 
Gov. Thayer in his famous contest here, and 
is known the State over as one of its strongest 
men. In some respects John L. Webster re- 
calls Fernando Wood of New York—courtly 
in manners, exquisite in point of dress. and 
punctilious as to deportment. Let Webster, 
like Wood, never forgets a favor and handles 
the rougher element of politics with the slight- 
est expression of his wish. The indications 
are that Thurston will prevail in a Republic- 
an Senatorial caucus, but he will find an ag- 
gressive, active, generous competitor in the 
persou of Johu L. Webster. 


Candidates for Governor. 


Thomas J. Majors of Nemaha County and 
Jack MacColl of Dawson are the Republican 
candidates for the Governorship. Tom Ma- 
jors, for such everybody calls him, has been 
a prominent figure in Republican politics in 
Nebraska for a quarter of a century. He was 
the Colonel of a Nebraska regiment through 
the war. He has been in the State House and 
Senate times innumerable, and is now serving 
a second term as Lieutenant-Governor of the 
State. Majors is a farmer and cattle man 
and is wealthy for this country. Heis promi- 
nent among the Grand Army people and is 
always seen in every Republican State con.

Under the law parties may ap- 
pear by counsel or in person, as they 
see fit, and examine and cross-examine witnesses. 
After allthe witnesses have given their testi- 
mony the commission will consider arguments 
and suggestions to be made bearing upon the 
questions before it. All such e and 
arguments r in writing will be filed and 
considered by the commission: but the question 
as to how far the commission will hear parties 
who desire to be heard orally will depend upon 
the time left at the disposal of the commission 
and will de determined after the testimony is 
concluded. This commission, by the act creat- 
ing it, possesses allthe powers and authority 
which are possessed by and belong to United 
States Commissioners appointed by the Circuit 
Courts of the United States.

JAPANESE AND CHINESE SOLDIERS. 


An Americanized Chinaman’s Somewhat 
Peculiar Views. 

Wong Chin Foo in the New York Adver- 
tiser: Martial genius is rated low in China, 
while literature is greatly revered. The high- 
est position is held by this class exclusively. 
This is not a Tartar fault. Itis one of those 
old institutions of the land that the Chinese 
conquerors had failed to change. The Tar- 
tars were sagacious enough to know how to 
let well enough alone—while they only judic- 
iously drilled and cultivated their own coun- 
trymen to martial affairs they let the Chinese 
become knights of the pencil. It would do 
them no harm but much good as bookkeepers 
and slaves. 

There is so little recompense to real mili- 
tary genius under the present Chinese system 
of government that seldom first-class families 
would consent to waste their sens’ time in 
giving them a military educatidn. Then it

depreciate its value and would produce great 
and irreparable injury to the plaintiff. 

The Ptister estate has aiso had papers 
drawn and wiil attempt to prevent the city 
from erecting smallpox barracks on its prop- 
erty. The residents of the Eighteenth Ward 
are in arms against the location of smallpox 
barracks in their midst. At a meeting resolu- 
tions were adopted protesting against the ac- 
tion of the authorities. To estabiish a camp 
in that neighborhood, which is free from dis- 
ease and is covered with fine residences, was 
termed an outrage.

Mr. Howard then testified, in answer to a 
question of Mr. Wright, that the General Mau- 
agers’ declaration that they would stand by 
Mr. Pullman in his attitude towards his em- 
ployés was the cause of the strike. Many of 
the einployés of the different roads had local 
grievances before the strike and they no doubt 
influenced the men in striking. He said 4.000 
Pullman employés joined the American Rail- 
way Union trom March to May, and the union 
took up their grievance because of this mem- 
bership. He told of the convention of June 
12. at which the strike was decided upon, and 
of the refusal to handle Pullman cars. The 
General Managers then refused to run mail 
trains without the Pullman cars, claiming a 
mail train consisted of all cars usually hauled 
by-the train. He admitted that Pullman cars 
frequently were attached to mail trains, but 
many of the mail trains did not haul Pull- 
mans. He.gavesthe history of the American 
Railway Union and said any one working for 
a railway in any capacity could become a 
member of the organization. 

At the convention of June 12, said Mr. 
Howard. 1 advised that we confine our 
efforts to the shops of the Pullman company 
at St. Louis, Pullman, and Ludlow, Ky. 
had organized’ the men at each of those 
places and I did not advise the boycott in the 
convention. We considered that the contract 
between the Pullman company and the rail- 
roads a violation of the law, inasmuch as the 
contract prohibited the use of any other 
sleeping cars by those companies using the 
Pullman cars.

Favors Government Ownership. 
After a careful and long consideration of

Mr. Hwward’s statement that the American 
Railway Union did not countenance violence 
appeared inconsistent with his testimony 
which followed.

are able to do these things well and can ride 
on horseback without tumbling over the necks 
of their charges they would be given a chance 
to lead any army. : 

Nothing is asked of them concerning the 
mysteries of batties, wars, history, geo- 
graphical conditions or resources of nations 
beyond China. Most of these men will 
devote more time to scheming as to how 
they can squeeze the meager salaries of 
their underlings than to the cause of their 
country. Asarule the three or four ounces 
of taels per month the private soldier gets 
will be diminished about 50 per cent after it 
has gone through the nimble fingers of his 
avaricious superiors, but these feliows must 
have money to maintain their own rank with 
their superiors in Pekin. There is so little 
chance fora private soldier to advance from 
the ranks, unless heisa particular favorite 
with the Captain, that few if any would care 
to risk their lives in extraordinary bravery. 

The Chinese are and can be made good sol- 
diers if they have a just cause or their own 
interest is at stake. For the Chinese, like 
their neighbors the. Japanese, care but little 
for their individual lives when encountering a 
real enemy. These (Orientals were taken by 
surprise some years ago when Europeans first 
made their appearance with their superior 
machineries of war. It so overawed the Japs 
that they retired to think how it happened. 
They have found out now, and it will not be 
so easy to bring about another Commodore 
Perry episode on the shores of Japan. 

The peculiar system of the present Chinese 
Government as well as its politics tends to 
drive away rather than to encourage the rank 
and file of heir army—who are anything but 
well disciplined and organized. According to 
report at hand of the condition of the Japa- 
nese army they could easily whip the Chinese 
if the odds are not too heavy. The Chirese 
army of the central section is for the most 
part made up of men recruited from the 
provinces of Honan and Hopeh, and they 
are really about the best soldiers China has. 
They are not as athletic nor as large as the 
men of the north, but are by far the most 
intelligent. With very few exceptions all 
Chinese army officers are too vain and too 
dandified to be of any value to the army upon 
the field of battle. It seems to be an unfort- 
unate and an undisputed fact that whenever a 
Chinaman is promoted to any station of 
trust he immediately surrenders his responsi- 
bility to a subordinate and devotes the rest of 
his time to making people believe he is too sac- 
red to be looked at. This rule holds good espe- 


. Cially in the person of a Chinese military offi- 
cer of rank upon the battlefield, So it is safe 


to say that the nation’s foe can only meet 
face to face the lowest military genius in actual 
service. Chinacan never have a first-class 
army without a complete change ofits sys- 
tem of government, 

Physically and morally the Japanese are 
giants, but intellectually they are pigmies us 
compared with the Chinese. Their strength 
is not due entirely to climatic conditions, but 
their mode of living enters largely as au ele- 
ment of their physical construction. A Jap- 
anese youth is not brought upto be a dandy 
or dude like the Chinese lad, out is reared in 
an atmosphere of rigorous activity and primi- 
tive simplicity. Constant exercise .of the 
muscles is one of tbe highest virtues, In 
Japan there exists an utter disregard of dress. 
Frequently in midwinter Japanese youths 
rush into the streets attired in nature’s garb, 
with the exception of a towel about their 
loins. Laboring men work out of doors all 
day wearing only a thin cotton garment. 
Neither virtue nor immorality is recognized. 
Young men and maidens bathe together with 
infantile simplicity in the same pool, abso- 
lutely nude, and yet this spectacle excites no 
comment. The matter of dress is entirely a 
consideration of comfort and not of ap- 
pearance. The Japanese are the most 
polite people on the earth, saving 
possibly the French race, Patriotism 
is instilled into the mind of the young 
Japanese and he is taught to revere his ruler 
beyond any other known being. The island 


is so small thatin case of a threatened in- 


vasion this patriotism and blind confidence 
in the Mikado would make a unit of the avail- 
able fighting force. If the traditional bra very 
of the ancient inhabitants of Japan is still 
possessed by the modern Japanese, all the 
armies of China will not be able to conquer 
her until every soldier is cut down 
and the army is obliterated, According to 
Chinese history, before the landing 
of their refugees upon Japanese shores, 
the armies of the Tong dynasty of 
China tried to land and eapture the island. 
The natives fought so desperately that after 
the steel points of their spears were dulled by 
contact with the enemy they hastily drew 
their knives and cut the bamboo spear stocks 
to a sharp point and used them furiously 
a reward * go they were almost an- 
nihila y the onslaught of superi - 
bers of the invaders. = E

are by far the better sailors, In actual sea 
service they will undoubtedly come out first 
best with China.

RECORDS OF GAMBLING IN EUROPE. 


The Net Profits Estimated to Exceed 23, 
000,000 Francs a Year. 

Most persons associate all mention of 
gambling in Europe with Monte Carlo, Since 
a great gambling syndicate has been trying to 
get a hold in the little neutralized Duchy of 
Luxembourg. however, an interesting 
list of Continental casinos and 
their winnings has been published 
by the German newspapers. This list is in- 
tended to show that the continent has already 
too many gambling hells and that the Grand 
Duke of Luxembourg should persist in de- 
clining the syndicate s offer to pay most of 
his government’s expenses in exchange for the 
privilege of operating their roulette wheels 
in the shadow of his throne. 

Here is the list: Dunkirk Casino, winnings 
in 1893, 300,000 frances; Boulogne Casino, 
800,000 francs; Trouville Casino, 450,000 
francs; Trouville, Hotel Eden.

The life of the pris- 
oner at the baris in your hands. You can take 
it—by a word. You can extinguish that life as 
the candle by your side was extinguished a mo- 
ment ago. But it is not in your power, it is not 
in the power of any of us—of any one in this 
court or out of it—to restore that life when oncé 
taken, as that light has been restored. The tone 
in which the words were spoken, the cadence of 
the voice, and the action of the orator, with the 
inspiration of the scene and the hour, produced 
a thrilling effect. The jury acquitted the pris- 
oner, and Coleridge’s fortune was made.

ENGLEWOOD PEOPLE HAVE TO TOL- 


ERATE A DEAD HORSE SIX DAYS.

Appeals to the Police Ignored and Only 
_ Persistent Kicks Effect the Removal of 
the Nulsance- Church Services Stopped 
and Three Persons Seriously 11! 
Thirtieth Ward in a Nasty Condition 
Garbage Cast into Alleys Because There 
Are No Boxes=Other Municipal News. 


The carcass of a horse which for six days 
lay rotting in a vacant lot in Englewood 
Caused the serious illness of three persons, in- 
terrupted and finally stopped a church serv- 
ice, accelerated a funeral, and prevented au 
Epworth ue meeting. The seriously ill:

The dead horse was altowed to remain at 
the corner of the alley between May street 
and Center avenue, on the south side of Sixty- 
second street, from last Friday until yester- 
day, though dozens of complaints were made 
to the police, who, it is charged, made no 
move in the matter until the case was brought 
to the attention of the Health Department. 

The Second M. E. Church of Englewood is 
a half block east, at Sixty-second and May 
streets. During the services at the church 
last Sunday the stench beeame so offensive 
that the windows had to be kept closed. A 
number of people became sick and were 
obliged to leave before the services were fin- 
ished. Monday evening had been appointed 
foralarge meeting of the Epworth 7 
An effort was made to hold the meeting by 
keeping the doors and windows of the church 
closed and burning paper and rags to 
conquer the smell. More people be- 
came ill and the meeting was adjourned 
after expressions of disgust at the manner in 
which the city government was conducted. 
Several people volunteered to report the case 
to proper authorities and see that the 
horse was removed at once. 

The following day there was a funeral from 
the church. It was necessary for the proces- 
sion to pase the alley where the carrion still 
lay. although the police had been notified sev- 
eral times in the meantime. It was found 
impossible to continue the funeral services at 
the church, though the windows were kept 
closed as before. The services were cut short 
and the procession left the church hurriedly. 
People who tried heroically to stand the 
stench and remain in the church were taken 
ill and had to be sent home. Several were 
prostrated. 

The pastor’s wife, Mrs. Rockwell. Mrs. 
Harris, and E. T. Lewis are among those who 
were taken seriously ill and have not yet re- 
covered. 

Up to this time the neople of the neighbor- 
hood had made every possible effort to have 
the carcass removed. The police and sev- 
eral City Hall officials had been repeatedly 
notified. Capt. Aldrich of the Engiewood 
Station said he was too busy to see about it. 


The residents wanted to bury the horse where 


it lay. but thé property-owners objected. It 
was decided to abandon church services until 
something was done. 

After. midnight Tuesday the Rev. L. A. 
Rockwell, pastor of the church, and W. E. 
Parker, No. 6148 May street, called at Tue 
Trisune office and asked that the matter be 
investigated, Early yesterday morning the 
carcass was still there, six days old. A re- 
porter asked Supt. Schofield of the Bureau of 
Street and Alley Cleaning why the horse had 
no: been removed, He said he had just been 
notified of the cause and that it would be at- 
tended to at once. The horse was carted 
away later in the day. Mr. Schofield says if 
the case had been reported to him promptly 
by the police it would have been attended to 
at once, 


THIRTIETH WARD iN DIRTY CONDITION 


Residents Cannot Ger the City to Perform 
Needed Scavenger Work, 


Residents and property-owners in the 
Thirtieth Ward are complaining of the bad 
sanitary condition of the alleys there. The 
ward is the largest and probably in the worst 
condition of any in thecity. A letter was ro- 
ceived by Tue Tripune yesterday, signed by 
a property-owner, in which the filthy condi- 
tion of a portion of the ward was described. 
A reporter found everything as bad as repre 
sented. The residents say repeated com- 
plaints to the City-Hall produced no good re- 
sults. They say the Health Department re- 
fers the matter to the Bureau of Street and 
Alley Cleanfng, and the officials there say it is 
a case for the health officers. It is said that 
the recent cleaning-up’’ did rot reach the 
Thirtieth Ward, which even has suffered from 
the extra work done in other sections. 

The original complaint is of a huge pile of 
refuse from Charles Carlson's stable at No. 
5200 Atlantic street. The neighbors say the 
pile has been removed but once this year. It 
is now thirty feet wide and five feet high. A 
vault has been dug and stands full of drain. 
age for the pile. There is also a box outside 
the stable built to hold five wagon loads. It 
has been full and overflowing for weeks. The 
whole place looks like a country barnyard. 
Thirty horses are kept there. Two more sta- 
bies are being built. This case was reported 
to the Health Department three weeks ago 
and to the Bureau of Street and Alley Clean- 
ing a week later. There have been a number 
of cases of typhoid and malarial fever in the 
vicinity recently. Ali the alleys near there are 
in a bad condition. 

The aliey between Atlantic street and Went- 
worth avenue has few garbage boxes. It is full 
of rotting. filth, which is thrown anywhere. 
There was a dead dog there yesterday. Resi- 
dents say it has been there a week. 

Dozens of alleys have not half enough gar- 
bage boxes, Many houses, some of them con- 
taining several families, have no boxes at all. 
In such cases the garbage is thrown in the un- 
paved alieys, where the scavenger, on his semi- 
occasional rounds, negiects to cart it away. 

The alley between Armour avenue and the 
Rock Island tracks from Fifty-first to Fifty- 
fifth streets is in a specialiy bad condition. 
There are no garbage boxes and all the refuse 
from the hundreds of houses is dumped in the 
alley. No one knows when it was cicaned., 

A business-man at Fifty-third street and Ar- 
mour avenue said the bad sanitary condition 
of the alley was resulting in much sickness 
and many deaths. There is a good sewer at 
hand, but few of the residents are using it. 
They have instead cess pools and vaults. 

The garbage box in the rear of No. 5200 
La Salle street was full yesterday. Five fam- 
ilies live at No. 5200 and all use the garbage 
box. Mrs. Riley, the landlady, said the box 
had not been emptied in three weeks and it 
often went longer than that without atten. 


tion.

ARION AND DIRECTUM. 


THE PAIR LIKELY TO MEET AT THE 
BREEDERS’ MEETING. 


Washington Park Racing Stewards Will 
Not Rent the Track for a Special Race 
Perhaps Some Politics Is About the 
Move~An Idea That the Race Is for 
Gate Money Only Cut Some Figure= 
Trotters Go Fast at Rochester and 


Milwaukee. 

If the Arion-Directum match is trotted in 
Chicago it will be during the coming meeting 
of the Northwestern Breeders’ Association, 
which opens next Saturday, or on some other 
track than Washington Park. 

The racing stewards of the Washington Park 
club will not rent or allow the track to be 
used for trotting events outside the North- 
western Breeders’ meeting. There may be 
some politics in this, as some of the members 
of the Northwestern Breeders’ Association 
are influential members of the Washington 
Park club. Then again others, non-members 
of the trotting association, consider that the 
Arion-Directum race is a mere gate money 
affair and not such asthe club could shoulder, 
Too many scandals have come out of gate 
money trotting events. 

When the race was arranged here last Satur- 
day some members of the Board of Racing 
Stewards were seen by its promoters and par- 
tial consent to give them the track was gained. 
But after the board’s broader opinion was 
collected it was found to be againet the race. 

In the meantime the Northwestern Breed- 
ers’ managers have made Budd Doble, who 
controls Arion, and Owen A. Hickok, who has 
Directum, a handsome offer to trot the race 
during thecoming meeting. The chances are 
that the two great trotters will meet some day 
next week during the Northwestern Breeders’ 
trotting carnival.

The bullet passed through his wife’s heart, 
and, staggering forward, she sank to the 
door exclaiming: ‘* Frank, you have shot 
me.“ Her husband placed her on the bed, 
where she almost immediately expired. 
Procieus isa railroad man and is 25 years 
old. His wife was 28. They had been mar- 
ried about two years and have no children. 
The young husband has been practically in- 
sane since the tragedy, and is so violent he 
has to be restrained by force. The Coroner’s 
jury was impaneled, and after viewing the re- 
mains adjourned till Monday.
